s(  tnces  of  the  province  do  not  authorise  us  to 
expect  much  income  from  such  a  source,  for 
Somi!  years  at  least.  It  may  therefore  be  necessa- 
rv  to  break  in  upon  the  Crown  Reserves,  and 
to  appropriate  such  of  them  as  arc  now  capable 
of  viplding  rent,  to  the  present  piu-|)ose  ;  and 
should  the  fund,  even  after  this  assistance,  bo 
still  inadequate,  nothine;  will  remain  but  to  recur 
to  the  fourth  of  the  proposed  modes,  and  lo  lay 
out  a  part  of  the  sum  arising  from  ihe  sales,  in 
the  purchiio  of  lands  capable  of  ])roducing  the 
incotao  required. 

The  object  which  next  enrrajed  the  attention 
of  the  board  was  to  consider,  in  what  parts  of 
the  several  Districts  (tf  the  Province,  the  propo- 
sed schools  and  seminiry  should  be  erecied. 
On  this  point  wo  were  unanimous  in  thinking 
that  the  towns  of  Cornwall,  Kingston,  Newark, 
and  Sindwich  are  the  most  proper  places  for 
the  sites  of  the  four  schools  ; — We  were  equally 
unnnimous  in  considering  the  town  of  York  as 
entiiled  to  the  university  both  as  being  the  seat 
of  the  Executive  Government,  the  LeeislHtuic, 
and  the  ourts  of  justice,  and  as  lieinp  by  fur  the 
most  convenient  spot  in  the  Province  fi-.r  nl!  pe- 
neral  purposes,  its  situation  being  nearly  central, 
and  besides  its  accessibility  by  wiiter,  the  propo- 
sed hiuh  road  from  the  one  end  of  the  Province 
to  the  other  being  necessarily  to  pass  near  it,  or 
through  it. 

Th"re  was  not  the  same  coincidence  of  opi- 
nion  with    respect  to   the  number  of  scliools 


which  tiio  several  members  of  iho  board  consi- 
der as  n'lw  iiecess.iry ; — each  part  of  the  Pro* 
vince  seamed  to  have  its  claims,  and  micht  con- 
soler itself  IIS  injurxd,  if  it  \>  ere  postponed  tunny 
other; — Some  of  the  gentlemen  were  ihercfuro 
of  opinion  that  four  schools  were  now  necessa  y, 
and  that  the  whole  number  should  be  begun  at 
the  same  lime  ;  uthors  thought  that  besides  the 
necessity  of  nr  nuL'ing  the  fund  in  the  most  (rii« 
g  d  manner  possible,  the  present  circumstances 
of  the  Province  do  nut  call  for  the  erecnon  of

I  believe  I  may  stnte  it  as  our  unanimous  opi- 
nion, that  the  appropriation  should  cover  such  a 
portion  of  the  wiiste  lands  of  ihe  Crown,  as  if  nuw 
sold,  would  |)ri)(Uice  the  sum  of  £18,000  provin- 
cial currency ;  estimating  tlic  present  average  prco 
of  land  at  about  nine  pence  jior  acre,  the  quanti- 
ty required  will  be  nearly  500,000  acres  or  ten 
townships,  after  the  deduction  of  the  Crown  and 
Clergy  sevenths. 

It  is  obvious  that  if  the  four  schools  are  alt 
erected  immodiniely,  tind  the  allowance  which 
our  estiniiite  proposes  for  them,  is  not  extntva- 
gat.t,  a  much  larger  th;in  that  wi.ich  1  hitve  men- 
lioncd  will  be  necessary,  and,  consequently  a 
much  larger  appropriaiion  must  be  ms'de.  But 
in  the  nnnn  r  in  which  we  propose  (hat  the  fund 
should  be  manapid,  we  conceive  ihai  the  qui:nn 
tity  obove  •mentioned  will  not  only  be  nn>|dy 
sufficient  for  tho  es;;  biislnnent  and  support  of 
the  four  schools,  bul  will  be  no/i.ly  if  not  ade- 
quate to  the  erection  and  endowment  of  tho 
university  which  tlie  Royal  Bounty  hi?s  promised 
to  provide  for  us,  whenever  the  advancement 
of  the  Province  calls  for  such  an  institution.
